It was the age that produced William of Orange, Luther, Calvin, Sidney, Quem 
Elizabeth, Shakespeare, Since the day when the Dutch finally won their free- 
dom in nearly a century ef conflict and heroic sacrifice, nearly three hundred 
years have come and gone. That early struggle of one and a half million peo- 
ple against the auteorat who held sway ever a third of the known world, finds 
ites counterpart today, where a mere handful of brave Hollanders ten thousand 
miles from their European home en the other side of the globe, are seen battl- 
ing against enemies who can marshal their fighting legions by the millions.
